Judge these lectures, and indeed fmy 
we, nil tho labors of life, by no unbending rule 
by whomsoever thnt rule may have been inven- 
ted, but-by the positive iullui.-nce of such lec- 
tures or liibors, in furthering primarily the par- 
ticuhir object desired, and that with reference 
to tho great end of human advancement.

As 
the gifted fpeaker remarked in opening, little 
argument was necessary.

drunkard; argument to tho rumscller; argument 
to convince us nil of our duty iu tho premises? 
1'reposterous! Give me your hand my friend ;

.Standing or lying there, imbecile, drivel-

voiceless, yet how immeasurably will fall 


short, all argument of grasping thu. evident 
truths there revealed ; nnd too, how immeasu- 
rably short, to the loathsome object, will fall all 
argument of embracing his own bitter knowl- 
edge, burnt us by un undying flame into every 
fibre of his being. It is not tho head which is 
in fault, it is tho heart; and it is tho heart nnd 
not the head which with reference tc this work 
needs to be moved. So far as tho drunkard is 
concerned, or so far as those who nro called up- 
on to labor for his reformation aro concerned, 
wo conceive thero aro gifts of eloquence more 
valuable than would bo the logic of a Plato in 
moving them. What he needs, what wo need, 
i« tho live coal upon tho heart. 
We need to be 


stirred up to high resolves, to bo nerved to a 
fixed purpose, and driven out to active labor. 


It is somewhat in this light thnt wo think a 


lecture on this subject should be considered— 
ntul so considered wo aro prepared to say that 
this lecture waa a most powerful one, and we 
cannot conceive how it could have been ren- 
dered any more powerful or more efficient to 
promote tho object in view.
